In A Waiting Attitude. 


WASHINGTON, August 28.—After the 


cabinet meeting this afternoon, it wa 
announced that the government is in i 
waiting attitude regarding tbe Chinese 
situation. Owing to a lack of advices 
from Pekin and the failure of the pow 
ers to show their hands, the govern- 
ment finds it necessary to wait develop 
ments. It is considered of the greatest 
importance that till the powers act in 
unison and the government is making 
efforts to this end. The powers are 
slow in declaring themselves. The ad 
ministration, from the advices received 
does not credit the rumors that Russia, 
Germany and Japan are intending to 
form a concert for the conquest o: 
China. The government has nothing 
tending to confirm the alarming rumors 
concerning the situation in Pekin.

SANTA FE, N. M, 


It Flourished Before Colnmbtu Sailed.' 


The Oldest Church and House. 


In Santa Fo are the military headquar- 


ters for New Mexico, it being also the old- 
est military establishment in America, 
created by tho Spaniards in 1602, and in 
almost continuous occupation ever since. 
Hero* too, is the oldest house in the United 
States, in which Coronado is said to have 
lodged In 1640, and, perhaps even moro in- 
teresting, here is the oldest church, San 
Miguel, built about 154!!, partially destroy- 
ed in 1080, wholly restored in 1710, tho 
restorers leaving intact all that was possi- 
ble of tho old roof, hewn by Indians under 
tho guidance of tho fathers.

solid, cast in 1356, and having an inscrip- 
tion in Spanish round it as a band, the 
letters and figures bofog still well raised 
in the solid casting. This boll was brought 
over from Spain and hung in the tower, 
but llnally, being thought too heavy for 
tho tower, was removed to a substantial 
timber support in tho entrance to tbo 
church. In the cathedral and other church- 
es are remarkable roredosea, paintings and 
vestments, many of them of considerable 
antiquity, all inviting the visitor to linger 
in this homo of the past. But tho city is 
also a city of thu present, und u very pleas- 
ant present it is. An equablo climate and 
delightful sur.sldno hover over streets in 
which tho lioumis have enough uf the sanc- 
tity of ago to diflhiso u restful spirit in the 
air. Those houses are often from one to 
two centuries old, usually of one story, with 
thick adobo (sun dried brick) walls, deep 
embrahiires toithu plain doors find windows 
abutting on tflio sidewalk under a piazza 
and giving not tho slightest hint of the 
woaltb of oozy comfort and elogunne to bo 
found inside. The rooms aro usually large 
und numerous, arranged round a placitn, 
or Moorish nourt, generally from 60 to 75 
fcut square. Tho court is laid out as a gar- 
den und entered from tho street by a wood- 
en gate lot Unto the wall of the house, in 
lino with tlto doors and windows. This 
gate at oncer Hhuts out intruderH and the 
gaze of thoniutslde world, while house und 
garden toother form an ideal home. 


Fruitful orchards and fertile lands lie 


round about tho city, which is at once a 
monument to thu spirit of the past and the 
activity, beauty aud progress of tho present 
age.—New York Herald.

A Wonderful Drug. 


All through •eastern Asiu a plant grows 


which is called ginseng. It is indigenous 
to Japan, Chi an. Korea aud Manchuria. 
At its full growth it stands about a foot to 
a foot and a half high. Tbo (lower is pur- 
ple nnd develops into n bunch of brilliant 
red berries. The stalk supports a single 
leaf. TliO'plaut grows wild and is in this 
state tho most valuable, being extremely 
rare, probably because it is so ougerly 
sought after. 
Indeed it is worth more 


than its weight in gold. Tho cultivated 
plant ife loss costly, but is the one indls- 
pon.=aMfi drug of tho regions where it 
grows. The Holds aro very carefully guard- 
ed, watchmen being stationed on high 
perches and kept on duty day and night, 
lest thieves break through and Hteul tho 
precious vegetable. It takes sis years for 
the plants to reach their full maturity; 
then the roots aroused medicinally and are 
considered a panacea fior all the ills of life. 
It is said that scaroely a dose is prepared 
in these countries in which ginseng does 
not appear in one fc>«m or other. Tho prep- 
aration of this decoction is a curious proc- 
ess. It is cooked in a dish resembling our 
farina kettle, being; o,doublo boiler, with a 
hollow cover. Tho,root is placed insido of 
the pot. The holk/w cover is filled with 
rico, and the whole (is baked over a brisk 
lire. - When the ricte is done, tho ginseng 
tea or drink is supposed to be sufficiently 
cooked and is dranktwith tho utmost faith 
in its efficacy.—'New York-Lodger.

THE DIVINING ROD STltl HAS STAND- 


ING IN ENGLAND. 


Angiut l'er«ouaff«» Who Testify to the 


Power* of the Water Finder*—How it 
Frenchman Tracked Murderer*—Lady 
MUlwnke Wm» a "Water Witch." 


Psychological sharps have been deeply 


btlrred by attempts njade to fathom the 
mystery of tho "dowsers." You may not 
know what a dowser is, and when you do 
Know you will probably discredit the exist- 
once of such a person. A dowser is a man 
or woman who is possessed of some curi- 
ous Ac-cult force which gives the owner the 
power to locate hidden streams of water 
flowing 200 or 400 feet below the surface of 
the earth. A dowser can walk over an un- 
known piece of country and point out tho

MAHOGANY. 


For Every Tree Cut Two Others Arc 


Pluntctl to Keep Up tho Supply. 


It will undoubtedly bo news to many 


thut tho \Uht mahogany forests of Nica- 
ragua :uo controlled in Boston. Tho cut- 
ting and shipping of tho immense exports 
from that country arc a grout enterprise in 


miKohes to s:iy nothing of bringing it 


here and manufacturing It into lumber. 


Employed in Nicaragua and tho United 


States of Colombia by Mr. Jlmory nro from 
1,000 to 1,300 native workmen and lum- 
bermen. These are under American bosses. 
1'he troes from which mahogany furniture 
la mode vary in ago and size. When cut, 
they range in ago from 20 to 60 years, and 
some of them arc oven 75 years old. They 
average 25 inches or moro in diameter and 
run as largo as 10 inches, and e\on more. 
For every mahogany tree thut is cut two 
others nro planted, and thus the forests are 
prnctirally inexhaustible 


From tho timo that tho iron is foiled to 


tho hour that it is dumped off tho Ktoiuner 
at the Chelsea docks is an eventful life for 
the mahogany log. 
Tho tree is cut into 


tho proper lengths, and then comes tho 
tedious journey to tho coast, where it is 
taken on board tho \csscls bound for this 
port. 
The1 greater part of tho cutting is 


dono during the dry season, which in tho 
United States of Colombia begins about 
tho Jst of December. 
Tho natives of this 


country seem to make bettor loggers and 
nro better adapted to lumbering than tho 
Niciinigimus. In Nicaragua tho season is 
moro irregular and for lumbering-is loss to 
bo deponded upon. After the tree is cut it 
is hauled to tho nearest waterway and raft- 
ed to the coast. The logs are haulqd by 
teams of oxen from one to six miles in 
Nicaragua, but often tho distance is very 
much greater, the journey sometimes tak- 
ing two days. Tho roads consist of paths 
through tho forest that often are nothing 
more than swamps and morasses, through 
which the oxen and horses flounder along. 
Only animals trained to this kind of work 
would ever make any progress, and Ameri- 
can beasts would wallow about perfectly 
helpless.—Boston Transcript. 


The Clay Eaters. 


In several localities in tljo south, In the 


mountainous regions of Georgia, Honth 
Carolina and North Carolina in particu- 
lar, there are families, or even whole rorn- 
immltlos. that use clay as a part of their 
regular diet. In northern Alabama (in 
Winston county) there is a bed of this pe- 
culiar ediblo clay, and, of course, a com- 
munity of clay eaters. This queer clay is 
of n ghastly white color, of an oily nature, 
and, according to chemical analysis, it 
has extraordinary nutritive property, if 
considered only as a variety of earth. 


Persons who have visited the clay eat- 


ing communities say that a steady diet of 
this white, oily earth has a tendency to 
turn the skin a pale olive green. Some 
medical writers claim that this deathly 
pallor Is caused by the presence of a large 
per cent of arsenic in the clay's composi- 
tion, but this can hardly bo when the sta- 
tistics prove that tho clay enters live as long 
i.s or longer than their meat, grain and 
vegetable eating neighbors. The teeth of 
the clay eaters often remain sound and 
white beyond the seventieth year,—St 
Louis Bepnblio.

Dowsers are scientifically termed hydro- 


scoplsts. 
The presence of subterranean 


water has a peculiar effect upon their nerv- 
ous systems. Tho dowser, when prosecut- 
ing his work, always carries a hazel twig 
in his hands. When ho reaches a spot 
\vhe.ro water is flowing underneath, the 
hazel twig .bends and points downward. 
Ihis sounds fantastic and unreal, but tho 
truth of it must be acknowledged or the 
testimony of some of tho most respected 
British peers doubted. Tbo psychic folks 
who ha^e" been investigating the itbwsing 
mystery have collected a mass of corrobo- 
rative fact from scores of great landowners 
and men who stand high in tho opinion of 
the public. Those men aro either liars or 
the doings oil tho dowsers are real. 


There ureflvoorslx professional dowsers 


in England, and tho leader of those is a 
young man of TO, named Leicester Gataker. 
He is accumulating a fortune by his curi- 
ous v;ork, and ho is kept so busy that he 
employs 40 assistants, who complete the 
work his strange faculties map out Dows- 
ers have recently been employed by such 
august personages aatheDukc of Rutland, 
tho Duke of Beaufort, tho Duke of Grafton, 
Lord Jersey, £!lr E. Welby Gregory and a 
host of others of liko prominence. Dowsers 
demand rich pay, and it would seem that 
if people of the caliber of those just named 
did not have faith in the art they would 
not tako cognizance of it by patronizing 
It and paying well for it too. 


It is practically agreed among those who 


have studied the matter that tho gift is 
not only racial with the British, but sec- 
tional, as nil of tho dowsers come from the 
wost country of Kngland. This is account- 
ed for by tlio ftict thut dowsing has existed 
in tho Cornish mlno sections for centuries. 
It is claimed that some dowsers are able 
to toll of-the presence of tiu and other 
metals beneath the earth's surface by Using 
tho hazel twig, or divining rod, as it used 
to be called. 
Huoh a faculty would, of 


course, be of \aat benefit to a mine owner, 
us ho could discover tho presence of metal 
without first going to tho expense of sink- 
ing a shaft. 


Moro than a score of books hate been 


written on tho subject, several of them by 
American students of the art, and from 
Konio of these it is learned that in olden 
times wiuldurs of tho divining rod used it 
for a variety of purposes, oftentimes with 
success. It was commonly employed for 
the solution of mysterious murders and 
for tho hunting down of criminals. In 
Franco it was used in the last century, 
but tbo priests frowned upon it, and even- 
tually tho practice was abolished. It may 
bo mentioned that in tho time of the in- 
quisition dowsers were put to death as 
•workers in black art 


Regarding tho hunting down of crimi- 


nals by tho dhining rod, ono of thu last 
cases on record happened in France in the 
early part of the eighteenth century. 
A 


certain Jacques Ay mar, a native of Dnu- 
phlney, kept a wineshop and apparently 
took in lodgers. One day a man and his 
wife were murdered and their bodies hid- 
den in Aymar's collar. In spite of the 
fact that the murderer left behind a bottle 
and u bill hook wrapped in straw ho could 
not bo traced, and the detective skill of 
the period failed to find any clow. 


Ayruar himself had a reputation for tho 


use of tho rod, and when he introduced 
this instrument of divination into tho cel- 
lar it became disturbed at the spot whore 
the man's-corpse had lain. As ho ap- 
proached 6ho site of the woman's corpse, 
Ayinar himself bacamo excited and fever- 
ish, and tho rod was violently agitated. 


Following tho indications, he traced three 


assassins step by step down through tho 
city to tho river Rhone and down the 
Khono from Gabion to Beauclaire, whore 
the annual fair was being held; then to 
tho prison, where, among 14 prisoners late- 
ly charged, ho pointed out one, committed 
for petty theft, who confessed his share in 
the murder. 
Unfortunately the others es- 


caped. 


In tho sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 


turies dowsing was evidently an extensive 
industry. There is a book written in 1632 
by the Baroness of Beausoleil, in which 
she gives a list of 150 mines discovered by 
herself and her husband by tiso of tbo di- 
vining rod. From 1560 to 1700 no less 
than 46 separate works on tho subject of 
dowsing woro published, npd when it is 
remembered that book writing and print- 
ing in those days were rare things the 
importance of the subject can bo imagined. 


Lord Byron's mothor-ln-law was a dows- 


er, as shown from the following extract 
from the .memoirs of Mrs. Do Morgan: 


"Lady Byron's mother, Lady Milbankc, 


had the faculty of using tho divining rod 
and was often asked by her neighbors and 
tenants in Durham county to exercise it 
for their benefit when they wanted to sink 
a well, Lady Byron told us that she had 
eeen her mother's hands held tightly by 
Dr. Fqnwicb, a well known scientific 
physician in the north, who, going bob 1m 
Lady MHbnnke, pressed the flqgers of each 
hand, holding it so as to make the stick 
point upward in the air. 
Nevertheless, 


when tho lady had walked a few steps the 
twig suddenly turned round and, defying 
the doctor's hold, pointed to tho grounc 
With sucii violence as to tear tho akin from 
tho fingers and oven to draw blood." 


Americans had some experience with 


fake dowsers in the early mining days o, 
California, when a number of Spaniards 
appeared among the miners with alleged 
divining rods, which they claimed would 
pftlnt out tho golden' troasnro in the hllla 
Fancy pi Ices were 'paid for those rods, 
which, of course, wore absolutely worth- 
less.—Washington J.'ost.

Toe City Is tho BlRRest Peddler of 


1'ura III the Vlrluily. 


For so much an it owns of L.iUc Michi- 


gan, brought in through spacious tunnulri 
and distributed by countless pipes, thu 
city of Chicago itself istbo biggest peddler 
In the vicinity. On un ordinary household 
basis It sells water by tho year to about 
200,000 customers. In addition to those 
it has 6,120 special customers) who purchase 
water by actual uioiibure. Tho.-e uru man- 
ufacturers who use water abundantly, and 
persons who own or conduct very l;irjw 
buildings privnto or public. Their cla.siiw 
urn defined by ordinance, and tho groat 
municipal water peddler requires them to 
buy the measures that keep tally agalust 
themselves. The minimum standard ot 
water motor has u three-quarter inch dis- 
charge,, which gives 1,800 gallons of water 
an hour, tho price paid for this to tho city 
being 10 cents for 1,000 gallons. The mo- 
tors range In capacity from tho one speci- 
fied up to 10 inch, a sizu which registers 
0,000 gallons a minute 
A motor nf this 


capacity costs over 11,000; the ordinary 
tliruu-ijuarter Inch naetor now costs S20. 
The city named after Pullman Is Chicago's 
largest customer for water. It IB supplied 
through two 10 Inch water meters to tho 
tune of millions of gallons daily. 
Such 


largo dowu town buildings as the Manhat- 
tan have to UNO, perhaps, 4 inch motors. 
Thoro art) t,o\urul patentees and manufac- 
turers of water motors, all of whom com- 
pete for city patronage. 
There ia no use 


kicking against tho record of n wator 
meter. It is a mechanical impossibility 
lor any of them to toll a lie. In this re- 
spect they have a far better moral character 
than tho gas moter tribe, which are given 
to naonducltyof the airiest kind. Itii said 
that 20,000 more water meters, doing good 
service, would help on the welfare of Chi- 
cago, both morally nnd financially. Thoro 
are people -'out stockyards way" who are 
known to detest writer motors worse than a 
roteran hobo bates wator itself.—Chicago 
Chronicle. 


A Heavy Blossom. 


It is a curious fact that the largest blos- 


soms grow ou tho smallest bushes 
One 


would naturally suppose that tho larger 
and taller tiie tree the greater would bo 
tho sizo of its blossom, but such is not the 
onse. 
One of the largest flowers ever dis- 


covered was found In one of the Philip- 
pine islands by Dr. Alexander Schaden- 
berg a few years ago. 
Tho doctor nnfl a 


few friends were exploring tho mountain 
regions of that most interesting group of 
islands when the man named-came upon ft 
curious collection of vines that were cov- 
ered with great bunches of something he 
could not at first define. A closer inspec- 
tion showed him that they were Immense 
buds, and farther on he saw one of them In 
full bloom. Calling his frionds,.hepointed 
to the immense flower, which measured 
nearly tluooJ'oef, in diameter, after which 
it wa's weighed. Quito to the astonish- 
ment of all this flower tipped the scales at 
22 pounds. As it was too largo to trans- 
port, the doctor took a photograph of his 
wonderful find. Dr. Schadenberg 'was a 
great botanist, but there Is no record that 
ho.gave this colossal flower any particular 
name. Tho natives of tho Philippines 
call it the bolo.—Brooklyn Eagle.

THE WITCH HAZEL 


'llhavo always noticed," said an octo- 


genarian resident of this city, "that when 
early December Is mild nnd fair we're sure 
to have old Boreas bowling about our ears, 
sharp nnd sudden, toward the latter part 
of the month. But I never knew him to 
come down and show his teeth quite so 
terribly at the far end of a mild December 
as he used ta on £he Illinois prairies In the 
pioneer days. I was an Illinois poineer. 
My folks settled in a piece of timber In 
McLean county known as Keg grove. Tho 
grove got its name from the circumstance 
of its having been graded to a white man 
by its Indian owners for a keg of whisky. 
The city of Bloomington occupies the site 
of Keg grove now. 
We settled there In 


1820. 
Thero were- only 40,000 people in 


tho whole state of Illinois then. Neighbors 
were few and far between about Keg 
grove. 


"The fall and early winter of 1830 were 


very dry and mild. Late in December, 
and with very little warning, snow began 
falling. Itdidn't fall either. It tumbled. 
It came down in .regular ready made enow 
banks and continued without a moment's 
let ujj for two days and nights. You may 
have some Idea of bow deep the snow fell 
when I tell you that when it went away 
In the spring the stumps of trees that had 
been cut for firewood us the choppers stood 
on the snow dul'lng tho winter were 7 feet 
high, that being as low down as the chop- 
pers can Id gut at the trees. In going to u 
neighbor's I dro\o over the tops of their 
orchard trees and did not know it. It was 
a fortunate thing that the corn crop had 
been good that year, for many families 
were so blockaded by the snow that they 
could not get out of their houses. They 
would have starved to death, but they 
Ihod on corn, which they pounded into 
coarso meal or hominy, and that was so 
generally tho cose that the winter was o\cr 
afterward known to the pioneers us the 
hominy winter. 


"Doer, wolves and wild turkeys were 


moro plentiful than domestic animals and 
fowls in McLean county then. 
Door grbw 


so bold from hunger during that deep snow 
that when they hoard men chopping down 
trees they would come up and oat the 
branches us tho trees fell 
Hundreds of 


doer wore caught in this way, and the 
wolves killed hundreds more. 
One settler 


named Cowen caught 10doer, penned them 
up and fattened them on corn. 
"Wild tur- 


keys hovorod about tho cabins, and I fed 
scores of tlipm out of the window of our 
house. Wo had a drove of 25 hogs covered 
by the deep snow, and they remained be- 
neath it his weeks, in a space uot muie 
than 80 feet across. When we found tliem, 
there were only 12 ot the drove left, and 
tlioy wore as fat as fat could bo. They had 
feasted on tlio other 18. So many dear were 
crowded Into u plecu of timber known us 
Buckle's grove that they killed overy tree 
in the grove by girdling to get the bark to 
cat. 
Cattle dim! by the score during tbo 


fcix weeks that KIHIW lay on tho ground, 
because no oue could get to them to dig 
thorn out and care for them. 


"Thero was heavy frost every month In 


the year after that deep snow. 
Corn 


Couldn't ripen, and there wasn't enough 
gathered for seed to plant the next seiison. 
Thero wasn't a bushel of seed corn to be- 
hud ueurar than Ohio In 18M. It uost $!i 
a bushel. 
John Duffy came in that your 


with a few bushels of small, yellow corn 
from Pennsylvania. That was planted. It 
matured early, uiul somo people out tliore 
raiso Duffy corn yet. 


"But lu December, 1886, tho prairie 


pioneers got some weather that made them 
quit dating things from the winter of the 
deep snow. The mouth bad been warm and 
moist. Everything was Hlash and slop and, 
mud. 
Young Ben Cos's father had beoa 


to Chicago with a drove of hogs, »ud he 
brought Ben a pair of skates. There wasn't 
another pair in all that part of the state. 
But there was no ice, and >oun« Ben got 
desperate because lie couldn't use his new 
skatrs. One day he was so mad that he 
jelled out: 
" 'I wish to the Lord it'd get so cold that 


things'd freeze before they knew it!' 


"I don't suppose that what followed was 


owing to Ben's wish, but whon ho mudo 
it rain was falling and the thermometer 
stood at 40 degrees above zero. Suddenly 
tho wind began to blow a gale. It came 
out of the northwest, and no wind that 
ever swept over tho«e prairies before or 
since came so near being n blast from the 
north pole as that one was. 
Almost in- 


stantly tho mercury dropped from 40 de- 
grees above to 20 degrees bulow zero, and 
tho falling rain was turned at once to pel- 
lets and barbs of ico. The damp air froze 
so quickly that it became one great cloud 
of flying frost. 


"This polar blast swept down upon us 


at 8 o'clock in tho afternoon. John Daw- 
son was on his way from Williams' mill, 
six miles down Salt creek. 
He had gone 


half a milo from the mill when he hoard a 
roar like thunder. 
The noiso was behind 


him. Looking around he saw tho storm 
coming and the rain freezing before it 
When it struck him, ho turned to go back 
to the mill. Before bis horso was headed 
about Dawson was frozen fast in tho sad- 
dle. 
Tho slush had been more than fet- 


lock deep. By tho time Dawsou had urged 
his horse around a hundred yards the slush 
was frozen so It boro the horse's weight, 
and it was with great difficulty that Duw- 
son got back to the mill, tho water in the 
road having become such a glare of ice 
that his horse could scarcely make his way 
over It. 


"Fowls that were out on the soft ground 


when this unheard of change of weather 
camo were frozen fast where they stood. 
Cows froze in their tracks. Our folks had 
three hogs frozen to death while they were 
hurrying from their feeding places to their 
pen, less than 800 yards away. 


"John Lapham had forded tho Mack 


Inaw and his horso slipped off a rim of Ico 
at the edge of tho stream and got In the 
mud between the shore and tho Ico. At 
that moment tho cold wave rushed upon 
thorn. Lapham jumped from his borne to 
assist It in getting free from tho mud and 
ice, but the horse was frozen fast there be- 
fore it recovered sufficiently to move, and 
Lnphain had to abandon it to its fate, sue 
ceedlng with great difficulty himself In 
reaching: a house only half n mile away. 


"That cold snap lasted six wcok?, nnd 


was n spell of weather that made folks 
shudder whenever they thought of it, ovon 
in summer time, for many a year after- 
ward."—Now York Sun.

Last Plant of the Year to Put Forth It* 


Blouoms. 


This peculiar plant, witch hazel, which, 


"amid the reigning desolation of winter 
puts forth its yellow blossoms," thrives on 
the sand hills along the eastern shore of 
Lake Michigan. In this locality it appears 
to be tho last to furnish reminders of sum- 
mer before the face of advancing winter. 
In September, while the leaves are still 
green, somo of the bushes may be found 
putting forth flowers. Late in October, 
when entirely bare of leaves, other bushes 
appear in thu flush or bloom, the branches 
dressed in yellow front end to end by the 
crowded flowers. A mouth still later fre- 
quent specimens still persist in flower, and 
by the right combination of circumstances 
one may ride in the gliding sleigh past 
bushes with a lingering glimmer of yel- 
low. On last Thanksgiving I 
waded 


through snow knee deep to collect some 
(lowering branches. In some of the flow- 
ers tho stamens appeared to be immature, 
but the petals had passed tbelr brightest 
day. About 18 inches of snow had fallen 
previously during the month, and the low- 
est recorded temperature for the vicinity 
was 1 i degrees F. In Wood's "Classbook 
of Botany" tbo flowering season stated id 
November to January. That may-bo its 
season in lower latitudes, but in this re- 
giuu its time is September to November. 
Tho embryo fruit remains apparently un- 
changed through the winter and until thu 
following spring is well advanced, ripen- 
ing in thu autumn, when the oarliost flow- 
ers are appearing. 


The witch hazel scatters its seeds in a 


peculiar way. The fruit consists of un 
oblong woody case, about half an Inch in 
length, Inclosing two hard u in lots some- 
what resembling the seeds of an apple. 
The expulsion of the seeds may bo wit- 
nessed by placing a branch with the ripen- 
ing fruit-on a table in a room. 
As tho 


case dries a ctrain results, and that causes 
a slight opening at tho apex. The rupture 
of the case goes on very slowly for a num- 
ber of hours or days, when the strain sud- 
denly overcomes tho remaining resistance, 
completing tho opening with a sharp snap- 
ping wound and sending the seeds bound- 
ing about the room. The case splits nearly 
to the base, and Its appearance afterward 
Is said to suggest much the Wido opouad 
mouth of u serpent about to strike.—Pop- 
ular Science News.

The country was then made a Human 
province and remained under the rule of 
Romo until i>38 A. D., whon it ptxsscd un- 
der tho coutrol of the Saracens und was 
governed by tho caliphs until 1163, when 
it fell under Turkish rule, until the acces- 
sion of Mubeinot AH Pasha In 1801. Tho 
country in now virtually a dependency of 
Great Britain, and, although not formally 
a part of tho British empire IH rated as 
such In all the government publications of 
England.
